Stalih and Prime Minister Churchill at Teheran and 
Yalta, according to what Is known of those confer­ 
ence« . 
At Potsdam, it is said, President Truman 
found himself b etween Marshal Stalin and Prime 
Minister Attlee, b acked b y Mr Bevln. 
While relatively little Is known of the meeting of 
foreign ministers late last year, it, too, suggests 
that Secretary of State Byrnes found himself some­ 
where b etween the Russians and the British. Their 
areas of conflict in Europe ore clearly defined. They 
are at odds over the Balkans, principally, the Middle 
East and, less directly, the countries in Britain’s 
front yard—the Low countries and France. Matters 
that seem to the United States to b e ob jective b ecome 
the stuff of violent quarrels b etween Britain and 
Russia. When Americans ob ject to this, they are not 
b lessed as peacemakers b ut are more likely to b e 
cursed as meddlers. 
The memb ers of the League of Nations were unab le 
to rise ab ove their narrow prejudices and suspicions 
The same thing was almost the downfall of the 
federation that finally b ecame the United States; its 
separate parts frequently lacked the vision to under­ 
stand that they either would hang together or hang 
separately.

Po intless Disto rtio n 
Philip Murray and his lieutenants in C I O have 
made a great to-do over the "carry-b ack" provisions 
of the excess profits tax law in an effort to b efog 
the status of corporate finances, especially in the 
case of United States Steel. 
Research experts of the C IO . are as well in 
formed ab out the inception of the provision and of 
its operation as the tax accountants of ¿my corpo­ 
ration. 
They know the "carry-b ack" was discussed in 
Congress for days on end and that it was not "slipped 
through" as some C I O. statements have pretended 
Congress recognized the financial hazards of re­ 
conversion and plant rehab ilitation from war work 
The Treasury Department also recognized the hazards 
Instead of a nontaxab le reserve for corporations, as 
first proposed, the Treasury introduced the "carry­ 
b ack”. 
The law provides, for two years, only, that plants 
paying excess profits taxes in 1944 and 1945 may 
make up some of their reconversion losses b y b alanc­ 
ing previously-paid taxes against their losses. 
United States Steel, b y reason of costs of oper­ 
ation, price limitation and contract renegotiation 
with the government, had no profits sufficient to go 
in the excess b racket 
Consequently, the company 
cannot collect a cent in the refunding of any part 
of such tax 
What is true of United States Steel Is true of 
many other b ig industries. 
The law, on the other 
hand, may b e a life-saver for hundreds of small 
companies up against extraordinary’ expense In re­ 
turning to normal peacetime production. 
To that 
extent Congress and the Treasury Department were 
farsighted enough to assure job s for men who might 
otherwise have lost them 


Familiar Statements 
Postwar American history Is repeating itself, the 
January report of the Navy Industrial Association 
points out In its leading article. Popular revulsion 
from everything connected with war is as rtrong

When control was 
lifted too soon in the case of citrus

>er cent over night in San Fran- 
’lsco. In 1920, after World War I. 
when prices were not held, the 
value of a dollar dropped to 40 
Tents. 
There are 1,500 registered lob b y­ 
ists in Washington, and most ef 
hem are pressing to remove price 
control. They argue that industry’s 
■osts are going up. We consumers 
b elieve 
industry 
can 
ab sorb in­ 
creased costs in 1946 without re­ 
ducing its earnings. O P A. has b een 
-ranting price increases where costs 
proved too large to b e ab sorb ed. 
But when you consider the in­ 
creased production in 1946, as fore- 
ast to W.P.B. b y manufacturers 
themselves, and then take into con­ 
sideration that b usiness won’t have 
to pay such high taxes and grant 
premiums for overtime 
lab or, it 
looks as If industry should earn the 
greatest profits in its history in 
1946. 
In the long run, increasing 
prices and inflation will not help 
b usiness. Cost ab sorption and hold­ 
ing prices stab le will prove the 
profitab le tiling for all of us. Ask 
your congressmen to hold the price 
iine.

SUDDEN attacks cf pain 
in the 
ab domen present a prob lem to the 
physician, b ecause these attacks of 
pain may come from such a variety 
of disorders. The doctor must me 
every diagnostic 
aid 
avaib le 
in 
order to determine the exact cause 
cf the disturb ance so that proper 
treatment mnv b e promptly 
ad­ 
ministered. X-ray examination has 
l °en mast, helpful in 
aiding 
the 
physician in making a diagnosis in 
Cfses of attack of acute ab dominal 
pain. 
The pain may b e produced 
b y 
kidney stones or g allsto n es. Many 
such stones are visib le in the X-rav 
plate. However, the mere fact that 
Ft ones are not found in the X-ray 
plate does not mean that they are 
not present. 
Another cause of the 
acuate attacks of pain is ob struc­ 
tion of the intestine, or b locking 
of the b cwel. 
Standing Position 
An X-ray taken with the patient 
in a standing 
position 
will 
show 
fluid in the intestine when there 
is ob struction of the b owel, -while 
the b owel 
itself 
will 
b e swollen 
with gas. 
In cases of acute b lock­ 
ing cf the b owel, the b owel will b e 
found to b e dilated 
or 
stretched, 
ii’led with gas and showing a level 
of fluid. 
Not only will the X-ray show 
when such an ob struction is pres­ 
pent b ut it will also gove a good idea 
as to where the ob struction is so 
that operation can b e more easily 
carried out to relieve the condition. 
Another Uondition 
Another condition in which 
the 
X-ray is helpful in making a diag­ 
nosis is known as pyloric stenosis. 
This disorder occurs in infants. 
In 
it there is an enlargement of the 
muscle b etween 
the stomach 
and 
b owel, so that 
food cannot pass 
fiom the stomach into the intes­ 
tine. 
X-rav will show the stomach 
to b e distended. 
An X-rav of 
the ab domen 
will 
also help to make a 
diagnosis 
of 


rupture of the stomach or 
b owel 
In such cases gas will b e found ir 
the ab dominal cavity. 
An X-ra.* 
plate 
is also taken in such 
case 
with the patient erect or lying on 
his side. 
Painful Disorders 
Other disorders causing pain 
in 
the ab domen, in which X-ray ex­ 
amination is helpful in making 
r 
diagnosis, are rupture of the kid­ 
ney or the spleen, rupture or tear­ 
ing of the diaphragm, which is the 
large muscle b etween the ab domei 
and chest, and ab sceas just under 
the diaphragm, or 
ab scess around 
| the kidney. 
With care, the X-ray examina­ 
tion 
can 
b e carried out 
without 
any great discomfort 
to 
the 
pa­ 
tient, 
and 
without 
causing 
any 
great delay in surgical 
operation 
when 
it 
is 
necessary. 
Persons 
should not delay in having treat­ 
ment once a diagnosis is made b ut 
should take full advantage of the 
advances made b y modern medi­ 
cal science.
